Europe, still building back 
her cities, knows that the super- 
sonic bomber and the medium 
missiles can rain attack on them 
with relative ease. But the Rus- 
sians were saying they now could 
do that to the United States.

And they were aware, too, that 
from prototype to weapons in 
production is from four to seven 
years.

Nixon’s admonition supplement- 
ed an injunction from President 


Fisenhower contained in a mes- 


sage which the vice president 
read to the conference. 


In his message, President Eisen- 


hower noted that the conference 
is due to consider such problems 
as urban renewal and housing, 
traffic congestion, airport facili- 
ties, civil defense and law en- 
forcement. It drew 
administration proposals in these 
fields 
It went on: 

“I urge you to encourage the 
assumption of more responsibility 
on the part of the state govern- 
ments for these same problems. 
States should help in the develop- 
ment of a coordinated program 
of capital improvement aimed at 
the renewal of our cities and im- 
proved community facilities.” 

RAIN OF DEFENSE 

Unde erscoring the President's 
words, Nixon urged the mayors 
to recognize that national defense 
needs would continue to make 
heavy drains on the federal treas- 
ury for years to come _ unless 
there is a sharp diminution of 
the Russian threat to world peace. 

“It means,” he explained, “‘that 
less amounts can go for the pur- 
pose of grants-in-aid than previ- 


ously. It also indicates, as we 
witnessed in the last Congress, 
that the people generally are 


going to react: unfavorably toward 
increasing the role of the federal 
government whenever increasing 
that role might mean more fed- 
eral expenditures.” 


The vice president headed a list 
of federal officials who discussed 


the impact of various national 
programs on municipal govern- 
ments. The conference will con- 


tinue tomorrow and Wednesday.

To Shatter Communism 


The foreign editor of the New York 
Daily Worker, newspaper of the Ameri- 
can Communist Party. has resigned. He 
is a Communist of 28 years’ loyalty. 
Reasons? 

He had several. Chief among them 
is that the Communist Party no_ longer 
assists socialism but hinders it. The Com- 
munist Party exploits the people whom 
it pretends to serve. The Communist 
Party contributes to a perpetual inse- 
curity of the people. The VU. S. Com- 
munist Party, in addition, still includes 
too much “Stalinism” and has failed to 
show “solidarity” with the Hungarian 
workers.

Barnesville Citizen Pays Tribute to French 


For Their Aid During Revolutionary War 


Barnesville — Under date of 
Aug. 22, a letter headed “France 
Is in Need of Her Lost Sons,” 
has attracted my attention. 

We are under great obligation 
to France for her help during the 
days of the Revolution. 

It was the help of the French 
at the Battle of Yorktown which 
turned the tide. 

We often speak out against ‘‘co- 
lonialism.” The -sort of condi- 


tions under which white people 
immigrated to this Jand might 
have been called “colonialism.” 
Certainly we were colonies of 
England. 

It was a day when “might 


made right.”” We took over the 
lands of the Indians. After the 
War Between the States, North- 
ern veterans were awarded mil- 
lions of acres of the Indians’ 
land.

We dare not disarm, 
because there are millions of 
men headed by unscrupulous indi- 
viduals who would give us even 
rougher treatment than we gave 
the people we called the Ameri- 
can Indians. 

We must put on the 
armor of God, put our trust in 
Him, and through prayer and 
righteousness find our way by 
God’s guidance through these 
perilous times.

Eyes of Soul See 
The Best Portrait 


Thousands of paintings of Christ have come 
from the brushes of the world’s greatest artists. 
Through the centuries men have become s0 


accustomed to certain features that appear again and again in these 
portraits that wthout being told we can usually identify them as 
being artists’ representations of Christ. 


But none of these paintings, 
whatever their individual beauty 
or the dedicated talent of the in- 
dividual artist, is an accurate 
reproduction of Christ. For his- 
tory, which has preserved so 
many exquisite details about the 
life and teachings of our Lord, 
gives us not the. slightest whisper 
of suggestion regarding His physi- 
cal appearance. 

Would it not comfort us were 
we to know the shadings of His 
hair, the color of His compas- 
sionate eyes, the height and 
bearing of His body? Perhaps it 
would. 


And yet for Christians an ac- 
curate portrait of Christ would 
probably be less satisfying than 
that which is seen by the imagi- 
nation and the eyes of the soul. 
For although no contemporary 
picture of Jesus exists, He is 
known and recognizable to all 
who love Him. Indeed every one 
of the thousands of artists who 
has painted what he considers to 
be His likeness has in reality 
expressed only what faith dic- 
tates. So each is to a greater or 
lesser extent an affirmation of 
faith in color. 

In reading the Bible I learn a 
good deal about Jesus and I can 
readily picture Him in my mind. 
His face, I am sure, was strong 
and kind, for these are traits of 
Hiis character. I have never been

inspired by those paintings 
which show Him to be weak and 
wan, His face was ruddy, for He 
was a man who loved the out- 
door life. His face was radiant 
and expressive, for only such a 
countenance would match Hig 
enthusiasm for life and His work. 

Yet His was also a sensitive 
face and when He “turned, and 
looked on Peter’ (Luke 22:61), 
His face left an impression 
which never was erased from the 
heart of the disciple. We read 
that on the Mount of Transfigu- 
ration His “face did shine as the 
sun’’ (Matthew 17:2). 

Occasionally I meet a person 
who thinks that to paint a pic- 
ture of Christ borders on the pro- 
fane. Some religious groups have 
made this a fundamental con- 
cept in their teaching. Yet I learn 
much by studying the various 
paintings of Christ. I learn what 
Christ has meant to those men 
who by talent and experience ex- 
press themselves more forcefully 
in color than in word or song. 

I learn also that these artists 
have realized that to depict 
Christ persuasively they have had 
to let the face, the tilt of the 
head, or the extended hand in- 
terpret His heart and soul. So it 
is that in these paintings there 
is always a depth and a dimen- 
sion which only our souls can 
comprehend.

He uses soy sauce, monoso- 
dium glutamate, onion salt, 
a touch of garlic salt, and 
water to thin the mixture. He 
could never tell how to make 
it, because he flavors it to his 
taste. 

Mrs. Blair says her husband 
is the chief cook of the family, 
but he in turn gives her the 
credit.

There’s a happy cry that goes up periodically out in the country 
from Carrollton—and in three of Carroll's neighboring counties. 

That's the cry, “Yonder she comes!" that goes up when the 
bookmobile comes into view. 

“It’s the most marvelous sound I’ve ever heard,” said Edith 
Foster, director of the West Georgia Regional Library. And Miss 
Foster ought to be used to it by now because she’s been listening 
to it tor 14 years. 


Fourteen years ago three Georgia communities—Carrollton, 
Clarkesville and Young Harris—began an experiment in the rural 
library service which set a pattern soon to be followed by the nation. 
Georgia’s Phil Lancrum authored the library services bill which 
provides federal aid in getting bocks to the country folks—on prac- 
tically the same plan that Georgia started 14 years ago. 

At that time the Georcia Library Commission became an ex- 
tension of the State Department of Education and the little com- 
munity libraries that had stumbled and fallen for years, coming 
to life briefly with a boost from the WPA, got real help from the 
state. Miss Foster moved in on the West Georgia College campus 
and set up the regional library program which was to include Car- 
roll, Heard, Haralson and Douglas Counties. 


‘‘We were among the pioneers,” said Miss Foster, “‘and now 
we ve decided to crow a bit about it.” 

To demonstrate their progress and to show their pride in it, 
the people of those four counties are staging a day-long book festival 
—to be called “Operation Library: A Tournament of Books’’—in 
Carrollton Thursday, Oct. 3. The Jaycees of Carrollton and of 
Douglas County are sponsoring the program and as far as I can 
make out every single man, woman and child in the four counties 
intends to have a part in it. There will be a parade of book floats— 
50 or 60 of them, including one by the Beta Sigma Phi sorority, which 
may have Dale Evans and Roy Rogers as the principal figures. 
T sorority, sponsering a program for mentally retarded chil- 
caren, have selected “‘Angel Unaware” as the title for their float and 
naturally invited the author, Mrs. Roy Rogers, and her husband to 
participate. ) 


There will be a barbecue and a night meeting to be addressed 
by Mrs. Grace Stevenson, of Chicago, deputy executive secretary of 
the American Library Association. And there will be awards for the 
best storybook characters and the best floats. 

Civic clubs, churches, Boy and Girl Scouts, the public schools 
and, of course, West Georgia College, a leader in the “college in 
the country” field, are in there pitching to make the day a success. 


The festival is expected to draw between 30,000 and 50,000 
people, Miss Foster told me. That’s a phenomenal number, of 
course, and I know of one other number almost as phenomenal— 
the number of books circulated in the country areas since those 
bookmobiles have been going out. 


One little girl, who walked two miles on bookmobile day to 


“help out” in the distribution of the books, will give you an idea. 
Before the coming of the bookmobile her home had never held a 
book—not even the Southerner’s “‘must,”’ the Bible. In seven years

Older children insist- 
ently called, “Nurse! Nurse!

Mentioning this later to a 
friend, we spoke of how heart- 
breaking the cries were. ‘‘What 
did you expect?” he asked. 
“Wasn't it a children’s hospi- 
tal?” 

We said, yes, and so famous 
that we had assumed it pro- 
vided for lonely babies and chil- 
dren. Parents, except those with 
children critically ill, were not 
permitted until midafternoon, 
we added, and the nurses prob- 
ably were always busy with the 
very sick. But that crying... . 

‘All babies cry,”” he main- 
tained. 


WANT SOMEONE 


“You have no children,” we 
shot back. ‘‘Our children didn’t 
cry as babies, and they don’t 
cry now. When they cried as 
babies, we picked them up. Ba- 
bies don’t cry just to annoy. 
They want something, usually 
someone.” 

In the room across from ours, 
I told him, were two babies, a 
little boy who toddled around 
inside his crib, held out his 
arms beseechingly, and stopped 
crying only when he fell over in 
a heap, asleep, and a baby girl 
possibly 10 months old. 

They did not cry when a nurse 
came in and bathed them, when 
they fell asleep in midmorning; 
when a nurse came in and fed 
them: when I stood in the door 
of our room and waved at them, 
which I did as often as my legs 
would take it. 

Once a crash came from their 
room. Both shrieked, and think- 
ing one had fallen out of bed, I 
went in. ‘No nurse was in sight 
or appeared.) It was just a cup, 
left too near a crib and hurled 
to bits. 

But the babies! The little boy 
was recovering from pneumo- 
nia, and his nose had been run- 
ning for hours. The little girl 
had managed to remove her 
diaper with indescribable re- 
sults. 


TO GO HOME 


Now both these babies were 
convalescent and were sched- 
uled to go home the next day. 
Quite naturally a busy and often 
tried nursing staff devotes its 
time to the sick babies, and 
certainly expert nursing care 
should be for the very sick. No 
hospital in the world can afford 
enough nurses to give the kind 
of care to every child that his 
mother would. 

But what about volunteers? 
Not an hour-a-day volunteer, 
who comes in brightly with 
milk, cookies and a plastic toy, 
but volunteers who could work 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. seven 
days a week—gently, gaily and 
quietly doing for someone else’s 
sick child the little things they 
do for their own. 

This is a matter that wom- 
en’s boards and auxiliaries of 
children’s hospitals, who work 
so diligently raising funds, 
should consider gravely.

Sometime next week folks in Butts County will be 
either celebrating attainment of the means to a bright- 
er future—or holding requiem for an economy doomed 
by neglect. 

Whichever ceremony takes place, it will have been chosen this 
week by the people themselves. 

If residents of this area halfway between Atlanta and Macon 
are willing to invest $70,000 (or less than eight 
dollars per person) in the Butts County Develop- 


ment Co., they are assured a new luggage fac- 
tory that will employ some 300 workers. 


That’s a big payroll for a county with a pop- 
ulation of just a little over 9,000. 


Together with an $82,500 loan already pledged 
by the Georgia Peace Officers’ Annuity and Bene- 
fit Fund, their money will build a 49,000-square- 
foot plant to be in production by 1958. 


In order to raise the funds as quickly as 
possible, to secure the widest possible base of 
ownership and to give each subscriber a voice in the manage- 
ment of the development corporation, common stock is being 
offered at $10 a share.
